Imposition ot new taxes within the 


last several years, as-well ad increase 
in the amount of the state tax levies, 
has been responsible for the great in- 
crease in the amount of taxes paid in 
North Dakota, according to a table 
showing the tax history of North Da- 
kota, prepared by Lyman A. Baker, of 
the state tax commissioner's office. 


The state now derives one-third ot 


its revenues, exclusive of the motor 
vehicle tax, from sources outage of 
the regular'state levy, it is shown. 
The imposition of new taxes, while 
serving to lessen the emphasis of the 
state tax bill, has brought the totals 
to a new high figure. 


The state has paid $14,338,549 in 


state taxes between 1917 and 1921, 
inclusive, it is shown in the table a 
companion to figures recently publish- 
ed showing the trend of the tax levies 
for the various periods since state- 
hood. The total amount paid between 
1890 to 1917, inclusive was $23,028,247. 
The table shows that almost half as 
much, actual tax was paid for the last 
five years as for the 26 years previous 
to 1917. 


Among the new taxes listed are the 


inheritance tax, first provided for in 
1909; the incorporation tax, in 1912, 
replaced by tbe capital stock tax in 
1918; the oil tax of 1919; the money 
and credits tax of 1919, the income tax j 
of 1020, the earnings tax on car com- 
panies and the hail indemnity tax. The 
motor vehicles tax is not included in 
the totals. An insurance tax has been 
collected since statehood, as well as 
the general state levy.

levied the total general state levy in 
created from $1,557,083 in 191C to its 
highest point in. 1920, when the total 
collected was 93,130,477. 
The insurance tax has increased 


yearly until It yielded $340,000 in 1921; 
th/inherltance tax yielded $99,341 in 
the same year, the capital stock tax 
$66,145; the oil tax $174,951, expenses 
of administration not being deducted 
from this total; the moneys and cred- 
its tax, $12,21P,; the Income tax, $437,- 
750;

PEOPLE'S FORUM 


The civil war which has been rag-

But now new trouble has arisen in 


China that will cause fresh worries to 
our country and to European commer- 
cial nations. 


Reports from Urga, in Mongolia, an 


inner part of China, says that a Bol. 
shevist or communist government had 
)een set up there. 


The reports say this government has. 


been set up by Russian Bolshevist 
agents who came from the Fitr E*8t> 
ern Republic of Chita, in Siberia. The 
Russian soviet government, it is said, 
has recognized the new Mongolian 
government 
The Mongolian government, accord- 


ing to the reports, has asked Amer- 
ican merchants and other foreign mer- 
chants In Mongolia to turn over at 
once all their property to the Mon 
golian government. 


This annoys our government and It 


is almost certain that trouble will re- 
sult If the Bolshevist government in 
Mongolia lasts. 


Many American business men are 


interested in the fur, hide and wool 
business in Mongolia. If their posses 
siona are seized they will lose heav- 
ily. 


Our government, of course, must 


protect its citizens who are In busi- 
ness abroad. 'Consequently our gov- 
ernment probably will ask the Chinese 
government to send soldiers to Mon- 
golia to restore order. 
If the Chi- 


nese government is not able to pro 
tect the interests of our people in 
Mongolia, our own government may 
take a hand in the matter. 


What is the meaning of the term 


"communist 
government?" 
That 


means a government that does not be- 
lieve in private property—that be- 
lieves in the state owning and oper- 
ating all factories, stores and Indus 
tries for the benefit of the people in- 
stead of for the benefit of private in 
vestors. 


Another Irish peace meeting now is 


in progress at London. 


The first meeting, you will remem 


her, took place at London several 
months ago when representatives of 


These two, groups—those who are 


satisfied and those, who' are not—have 
been fighting ceaselessly and many 
lives have been lost. 


Finally, a few days ago, Eamonn 


de Valera, leader of those who are ndt 
satisfied and Michael Collins head of 
the Irish government agreed to in- 
struct their followers to cease fight- 
ing and hold a peaceful election. 


That brings us to the present meet- 


ing at London. 
Representatives of the Irish govern- 


ment are meeting with representatives 
of the British government to decide 
whether the agreement between de 
Valera and Collins violates the orlg' 
nal agreement between Ireland and 
"England giving Ireland its freedom. 


Egypt now is making preparations 


to be a self-governing nation Just like 
the United States or the other great 
powers. 
' 


King Puad will be head of the new 


Egyptian government which will be a 
monarchy instead of a republic like 
our country. 


Self-government will be a new thin* 


for the Egyptians. For, while Egypt 
is one of the oldest countries on earth, 
its people have not 'governed them- 
selves for more than 2,000 years. 


First, Egypt was conuered bj the 


Greeks under Alexander the Great. 
later It was ruled \>y the Romans. 


For many years Egypt was a part of 


the great Arabian empire or caliphate 
Later it became a part of the Turkish 
empire. 


In modern times, France and Eng- 


land struggled tor the "control of this 
old country and England won. 


Now England has given Egypt It* 


freedom and the Egyptians once more 
will taste self-rule.
